Hou se 
Ju diciary 
forg ed ahead today on a second 
im peachm ent article, this one 
accu sing President Nix on of 
abu sing his constitu tional pow­ 
ers throu g h m isu se of g ov ern­ 
m ent ag encies. 
Approv al seem ed certain de­ 
spite Repu blican objections that 
the proposal “fails to state an 
im peachable offense u nder the 
Constitu tion.” 
The panel v oted Satu rday its 
first im peachm ent recom m en­ 
dation u rg ing Nix on’s remov al 
from office for obstru cting ju s­ 
tice in the W aterg ate cov er-u p. 
As soon as the com m ittee 
clerk had finished reading a 
proposed 
fiv e-section 
article 
charg ing Nix on with abu se of 
power, Rep. Charles E. Wig ­ 
g ins, R-Calif., declared that ap­ 
prov ing su ch an article wou ld 
be “a step toward a parlia­ 
m entary sy stem of g ov ernment 
rath er than the constitu tional 
sy stem we now hav e.” 
Wig g ins contended the qu es­ 
tion “is w hether abu se of power 
falls within ‘hig h crim es and 
m isdem eanors.” ’ He said abu se 
of power “is an em pty phrase 
hav ing m eaning only in term s 
of what we pou r into it.” 
Rep. Georg e E. Danielson, D- 
Calif., arg u ed that “offenses 
charg ed ag ainst the President 
in this article are u niqu ely 
presidential offenses. No one 


else can com m it them ... Only 
the President can v iolate the 
oath of office of the President; 
only the President can abu se 
the powers of the P resident.” 
Wig g ins arg u ed the article 
wou ld, in effect, m ake som e­ 
thing illeg al after the act had 
been com m itted. 
Chairm an P eter W. Rodino, 
D-N.J., ru led Wig g ins ou t of or­ 
der on his attem pt to bar con­ 
sideration of the article on the 
basis that no im peachable of­ 
fense had been stated. 
The com m ittee’s nationally 
broadcast deliberations were 
delay ed m ore than an hou r by 
a priv ate drafting session of the 
second article’s bipartisan su p­ 
porters. 
Com mittee 
leaders 
hoped for a v ote by ev ening . 
Before 
the debate 
beg an, 
Rep. Robert McClory , R-Ill., 
who v oted ag ainst S atu rday ’s 
W aterg ate cov er-u p im peach­ 
ment article, said he accepts 
the proposed second article. “It 
ex presses 
pretty 
mu ch 
my 
point of v iew ,” said the panel’s 
second-ranking Repu blican in 
an interv iew. 
Rep. William L. Hu ng ate, D- 
Mo., presented the redrafted 
article to the com m ittee. It list­ 
ed fiv e itemized charg es and a 
conclu sion that: 
“In all of this Richard M. 
Nix on has acted in a m anner 
contrary to his tru st as P resi­ 
dent and su bv ersiv e of con­ 


stitu tional g ov ernm ent to the 
g reat preju dice of the cau se of 
law and ju stice and to the 
m anifest inju ry of the people of 
the United States." 
The fiv e charg es were that 
N ix on: 
—A cted 
personally 
and 
throu g h su bordinates to g et 
confidential income tax infor­ 
mation from the Internal Rev e­ 
nu e Serv ice. 
—Misu sed the FBI and Secret 
Serv ice by directing or au thor­ 
izing them to w iretap for pu r­ 
poses u nrelated to national se­ 
cu rity . 
—Established the so-called 
Plu m bers u nit 
“financed 
in 
part with money deriv ed from 
cam paig n contribu tions which 
u nlawfu lly 
u tilized 
the 
re ­ 
sou rces 
of 
the 
Central 
In­ 
tellig ence Ag ency .” 
—“ Failed to take care that 
the laws w ere faithfu lly ex e­ 
cu ted by failing to act when he 
knew or had reason to know 
that his close su bordinates en­ 
deav ored to im pede or fru strate 
lawfu l inqu iries by du ly con­ 
stitu ted ex ecu tiv e, ju dicial and 
leg islativ e entities concerning 
the u nlawfu l entry into the 
headqu arters of the Democratic 
National Com mittee ” 
—Misu sed ex ecu tiv e power 
by interfering with the FBI, 
W aterg ate special prosecu tor, 
crim inal div ision of the D epart­ 
m ent of Ju stice, and CIA “in 


order corru ptly to im pede the 
du e and proper adm inistration 
of ju stice.” 
D em ocrats had not reached 
ag reem ent Su nday on what spe­ 
cifics to inclu de in the second 
proposed article. 
Bu t the com prom ise em erg ed 
today 
before 
the 
schedu led 
10:30 a.m . opening tim e for the 
com m ittee’s nationally broad­ 
cast pu blic debate. 
The com prom ise did not in­ 
clu de any mention of contem pt 
of Cong ress for refu sal to su p­ 
ply su bpoenaed tape record­ 
ing s. 


No m atter how the rem aining 
articles fare, a Hou se v ote on 
whether Nix on shou ld stand 
trial in the Senate was assu red 
by Satu rday ’s 27-11 v ote to re c ­ 
ommend im peachm ent. 
Six of the com m ittee’s 17 Re­ 
pu blicans joined all 21 Demo­ 
crats in v oting for Article I, 
and D em ocrats working for bi­ 
partisan su pport of Article II 
think as m any as sev en R e­ 
pu blicans may su pport it. 


Rep, M. Caldwell Bu tler, R- 
Va., one of the six , sees the 35 
per cent su pport for im peach­ 
m ent am ong com m ittee Re­ 
pu blicans holding u p on the 
Hou se floor, which wou ld m ean 
abou t 65 Repu blican v otes when 
the Hou se acts on the com ­ 
m ittee’s recom m endation abou t 
Au g . 23.

WASHINGTON (AP) - As­ 
sistant Dem ocratic Leader Rob­ 
ert C. By rd say s chances are 
“g rowing daily ” that the Sen­ 
ate wou ld conv ict President 
Nix on in an im peachm ent trial 
later this y ear. 
By rd said on ABC’s “Issu es 
and Answers” Su nday that if 
Nix on failed to heed a likely 
Senate dem and for tapes he has 
refu sed to g iv e the Hou se, it 
“wou ld sou nd the death knell 
for the President so far as 
some senators are concerned, 
my v ote being one.” 
By rd g av e his assessm ent as 
Dem ocratic Leader Mike M ans­ 
field prepared today with his 


Repu blican cou nterpart, Sen. 
Hu g h Scott, to formally lau nch 
plans for an im peachm ent trial. 
“The line of dem arcation has 
been reached,” Mansfield said 
after the Hou se Ju diciary Com­ 
m ittee approv ed Satu rday an 
im peachm ent cou nt charg ing 
Nix on with obstru ction of ju s­ 
tice in the W aterg ate cov er-u p, 
assu ring the m atter will reach 
the Hou se floor. 
The M ontana D em ocrat had 
said earlier Satu rday that if the 
com m ittee did approv e 
im ­ 
peachm ent articles ag ainst Nix ­ 
on, “I don’t think w e’ll hav e 
any other choice” bu t to for­ 
m ally lau nch preparations for 


an im peachm ent trial. 
Under the Senate’s im peach­ 
m ent ru les, it wou ld m eet the 
day after the Hou se approv es 
an im peachm ent resolu tion to 
receiv e notice of the action. Bu t 
any 
form al 
trial 
probably 
wou ld not start for at least a 
month. 


Mansfield conceded that he 
and other senators had been 
doing considerable preparation 
for the possibility of a trial. 
Top Senate officials also hav e 
been draw ing plans cov ering 
phy sical lay ou t of the Senate, 
telev ision cov erag e and alloca­ 
tion of seating in the g alleries. 


M ansfield hopes he and Scott 
can ag ree on procedu ral m eas­ 
u res. Once any bill of im peach­ 
m ent is receiv ed, he said he 
will call a closed m eeting of all 
senators to discu ss the proce­ 
du res. 


Howev er, it will be u p to a 
m ajority to m ake the final deci­ 
sion. 
By rd said he ex pects the Sen­ 
ate leadership “ will do ev ery ­ 
thing it can to ex pedite” any 
Senate trial so the m atter can 
be settled this y ear. 
He said the broad su pport for 
the im peachm ent prov ision in 
the Ju diciary Committee, in- 


clu ding the backing of fou r 
Sou therners and six Repu bli­ 
cans. conv inces him the Hou se 
probably will v ote to impeach 
Nix on. 


Asked abou t the situ ation in 
the Senate, where 67 v otes 
wou ld be needed for conv iction, 
he said the v otes wou ld not be 
there for conv iction if the deci­ 
sion cam e now bu t added, “the 
possibilities for conv iction are 
g rowing daily .”

Connally indicted 
by grand jury 


WASHINGTON (AP) - F or­ 
m er Treasu ry Secretary John 
B. Connally was indicted today 
by a federal g rand ju ry on 
charg es of bribery , perju ry and 
obstru cting ju stice. 
The indictm ent said Connally 
accepted $10,000 in cash from a 
milk fu nd official, Jake Jacob­ 
sen, in ex chang e for recom ­ 
m ending that federal milk price 
su pports be increased. 
Jacobsen, an official of Asso­ 
ciated Milk Produ cers 
Inc., 
also was indicted on a charg e 
of g iv ing an illeg al pay m ent to 
a pu blic official. 
In all, the g rand ju ry cited 
Connally , a Tex as Democrat 
tu rned Repu blican, on fiv e al­ 
leg ed v iolations of federal law. 
The m ax im u m possible penal­ 
ties for the fiv e cou nts total 16 
y ears in jail and fines of $30,000 
for Connally . 
The indictm ent charg ed that 
Ix tw een May 14 and Sept. 24, 
1971, Jacobsen g av e Connally 
the $10,000 in ex chang e for Con­ 
nally ’s recom m endation to the 
secretary of ag ricu ltu re that 
the milk price su pports g o u p 
Althou g h the money actu ally 
went 
to 
Connally , 
the 
in­ 
dictm ent said that Connally and 
Jacobsen both ag reed to testify 
before the g rand ju ry and the 
Senate W aterg ate com m ittee 
that the $10,000 was intended 
for political candidates or the 
“ D em ocrats for Nix on” g rou p 
headed by Connally in 1972 
The indictment charg ed that 
both men were prepared to tes 
tify that Connally tu rned down 
the offer from Jacobsen. 
The milk-produ cing indu stry 
did win a price su pport in­ 
crease in M arch 1971, and P res­ 
ident Nix on has acknowledg ed 


Accused in swindle

Connally is the fou rth form er 
m em ber of President Nix on’s 
cabinet to be indicted by a fed­ 
eral g rand ju ry .

1 the Swiss 
celebrate their In d ep en d en ce Day . 
Su d d en ly an d beau tifu lly a great 
sy mp ho n y o f bells break s o u t, echo ­ 
in g an d reecho in g thro u gh this n a­ 
tio n 's mo u n tain s an d v alley s, an d 
bo n fires are lit o n the tall p eak s, 
flick erin g lik e fireflies. 
A p o werfu l assembly o f magn ifi­ 
cen t mo u n tain s an d in d ep en d en t- 
min d ed p eo p le is in ex tricably k n o t­ 
ted here in the cen ter o f Eu ro p e. 
The p eo p le are so v ereign —really 
so v ereign . They reflect this in their 
go v ern men t. They are d etermin ed 
that the go v ern men t be their ser­ 
v an t, n o t their master. They k eep it 
as clo se at han d , an d as co n tro lled , 
as p o ssible. 
As a resu lt, the p erfo rman ce o f 
the Swiss go v ern men t fo r the p eo p le 
is p ro bably the best in the wo rld . 
The who le co u n try tu rn s o u t fo r 
electio n s (u su ally o n Su n d ay s) an d 
electio n frau d is u n k n o wn .

That Bu n d esrat gro u p o f sev en is the 
ex ecu tiv e bo d y o f the Swiss go v ern ­ 
men t—co llectiv e ru le. 
Each y ear o n e o f the sev en is se­ 
lected to serv e as p resid en t o f Swit­ 
zerlan d fo r o n e y ear. He mu st carry 
at the same time his regu lar Fed eral 
Co u n cil resp o n sibility —fo reign min ­ 
ister, fin an ce min ister o r whatn o t. 
No mo n ey , n o t a d ime, is raised 
fo r a Swiss p resid en tial camp aign 
fo r there is n o camp aign . The p eo p le 
abho r the gy p sy bro therho o d o f p o li­ 
tician s o n the mak e. There is n o p er­ 
so n ality cu lt an d p ro mo tin g o n e is 
in co n ceiv able. In fact, if an y Fed er­ 
al Co u n cil m em ber were ev er 
cau ght camp aign in g fo r the p resi­ 
d en cy he wo u ld be d ru mmed o u t o f 
Swiss p u blic life o v ern ight. 
Iro n ically , the d eep ly d emo cratic 
n atio n alway s had a co n stitu tio n al 
p ro v isio n that d en ied wo men the 
v o te. 
Chan gin g the Swiss co n stitu tio n 
is ev en mo re d ifficu lt than chan gin g 
o u rs. Yet the Swiss amen d ed theirs 


in Febru ary , 1 97 1 , an d fo r the first 
time in Swiss histo ry —an d by a 2-to - 
1 v o te—the men allo wed wo men to 
v o te in fed eral electio n s. 
On the first o ccasio n sev en wo m­ 
en were elected to the lo wer ho u se o f 
p arliamen t an d o n e to the u p p er. To ­ 
d ay wo men in Siwtzerlan d ’s go v ern ­ 
men t are co mmo n p lace. 


The 25 can to n s hav e p o werfu l in ­ 
d iv id u al rights, they are in ten sely 
co n cern ed with can to n al resp o n si­ 
bilities an d in ten sely an tago n istic to 
an y “Big Bro ther” en cro achmen ts 
by the fed eral au tho rity at the cap i­ 
tal at Bern .

No w. two y ears later. 1 still hav e difficulty accepting this pro ­ 
no uncement. Unlike the cho ice o f apples o v er bananas, city -liv ing 
o v er suburban dwelling , lo ng hemlines o v er sho rt, the cho ice o f ho ­ 
mo sex uality in a hetero sex ual so ciety is fraug ht with emo tio nal 
peril. 
As a feminist leader seek ing to ex tend the bo undaries o f fe­ 
m ale rig hts. Ms. Steinem can disreg ard the psy cho lo g ical reality o f 
cho o sing lesbianism . As a parent seeking to raise reaso nably happy 
children, I c a n ’t m aintain such neutrality . 
But neither can I accept Lew’s o pinio n that lesbians sho uld in­ 
v ariably be denied custo dy o f their children Lew’s judg m ent wo uld 
prev ent so ciety fro m respo nding to indiv iduals by judg ing all lesbi­ 
an m o thers unfit to co ntinue as parents. 
Many wo men no w find themselv es div o rced, eng ag ed in an un­ 
happy m arital unio n, separated fro m their husbands, lo nely , o r just 
plain dissatisfied with their sex ual ty pecasting . So me o f these 
wo men are ex perim enting with lesbian relatio nships—a v eritable 
fad in so m e secto rs kno wn as “bi-sex ual chic." 
A few o f these wo men who se liv es and v alues are in transitio n 
may wind up with a life-lo ng preference fo r fem ale sex ual partners. 
Many o f them will return to m ale partners, as m any males who ex ­ 
perim ented with ho mo sex uality (in their y o uth, in the Army ) r e ­ 
turned to hetero sex uality . 
R em em ber that in 194« Kinsey claim ed that o ne o ut o f three 
American men had had an adult ho mo sex ual ex perience. 
Ho w can the current sex ual activ ity o f a m an o r wo man tell us 
ev ery thing we need to kno w abo ut the kind o f parent they hav e been 
o r will be? 
Sho uld o ne auto m atically cho o se an alco ho lic hetero sex ual fa­ 
ther o v er a lesbian m o ther, a cruel o r uncaring hetero sex ual m o th­ 
er o v er a ho mo sex ual father? Which pro duces g reater psy cho lo g i­ 
cal h a r m — the separatio n o f a child fro m the parent who has n u r­ 
tured. disciplined and pro tected him her. o r the emo tio nal co nflict 
o f rem aining with a nurturing y et ho mo sex ual parent? 
If Lew ’s blank et rule w ere enfo rced, the state, which endo rses 
hetero sex uality but seldo m pro v ides w arm th, nurturing , indiv idual 
attentio n, wo uid be a m o re suitable parent than a div o rcee mo ther 
who liv es with a fem ale sex ual partn er 
Glo ria, I c a n ’t ho nestly tell my daug hters o r so n that the g ay 
life wo uid be “strictly a m atter o f cho ice." But Lew, 1 refuse to sin­ 
g le o ut lesbianism as a trait so reprehensible, so psy cho lo g ically 
dam ag ing that it is inimical to being a parent. 
We hardly tak e a step fo rward when We ex chang e the Scarlet 
Letter "A ” fo r a brand o f “ L."

FOX R IV E R GROVE, 111. 
(A P) — Paul Woessner is mak­ 
ing money on hot air. He is 
part owner of the Eagle's Nest 
Balloon Port. 
There are scores of clubs and 
about 350 hot air balloons now 
in the United States. The size of 
the sport that has tripled since 
1970. 
The Eagle’s Nest, at the base 
of a one-time ski hill, is the 
only officially licensed balloon 
port in Illinois and one of the 
few in the country, says Woess­ 
ner. 
Sixteen 
students 
recently 
graduated from ground school 
there and after 10 flights with 
an instructor they are ready to 
solo to get their licenses. 
Since the port opened two 
months ago, Woesner, 22, says 
he has sold 10 of the giant en­ 
velopes, as they are called. 
“ They are a very personal 
item,” he says. “ Buyers make 
their own colorful designs—no 
two balloons are alike. They

sell from $6,000 to $8,000 de­ 
pending mainly on gondola ac­ 
commodation — two. three or 
four persons.” 
Money also is made from 
rental of storage space for the 
collapsed envelopes and tanks 
of liquid propane whose ignited 
vapor manipulated by a blast 
valve under the open bottom of 
the balloon regulates the air 
temperature inside This deter- 


mines the rise and fall and is 
the art of flying. 
Balloonists must wait for 
ideal weather and wind cur­ 
rents—continuously monitored 
on radio weather bands — be­ 
fore taking off. This usually is 
early in the morning or late 
afternoon during the summer, 
and just about anytime on a 
clear winter day when there 
are no severe updrafts or down­ 


drafts created by warm weath­ 
er. 
Last weekend, 120 persons 
watched the balloons take off. 
“ They used to go to O’Hare 
Airport to watch the jets come 
in, now they are coming to the 
balloon port,” says Woessner. 
“ There is no charge for balloon 
watching. But if they want to 
be a passenger the rate is $75 
for one and $100 for two.” 


Some balloons are certified 
for altitudes of 10,000 to 12,000 
feet. The longest flight from the 
Eagle’s Nest so far has been 42 
miles. 


“ Adventure is the appealing 
thing about the sport,” said 
Woessner. “ No two flights are 
alike. You don’t know where 
you are going and you don’t 
know where you will end up.

the fumes from welding and the 
materials used in metalwork 
and jewelry may also be haz­ 
ardous. 
Some artists’ materials have 
cancer-causing potential, such 
as quartz and other stones with 
high silica content, Carnow 
said. 
The hazards from these ma­ 
terials often are multiplied by 
the presence of other hazards, 
such as cigarette smoke and 
environmental 
pollution, 
he 
pointed out. 
The physician recommended 


that materials be labeled for 
their hazardous potential and 
that some should be kept off 
the market. 


Hands should be kept away 
from the mouth and thoroughly 
washed after the materials are 
used.

“This is the y ear of the oppo 
sition,” Scam m on told a news 
conference. “Now, how' mu ch of 
this opposition pu sh is W ater­ 
gate, and how mu ch is in­ 
flation, and how mu ch of it is 
m em ories of the gas shortage 
and how mu ch of it is m alaise 
and alienation, I wou ldn’t try to 
m ak e an estim ate.” 
“Bu t, it is the y ear of the op­ 
position and my gu ess wou ld be 
on the basis of polls that we 
hav e now and on the basis of 
v oting in the special elections 
last spring, that the Democrats 
shou ld 
register 
su bstantial 
gains am ong gov ernors, among 
senators and in the Hou se of 
R epresentativ es.” 
Scammon was in Minneapolis 
as a participant in the Midwest 
G ov ernors’ Conference. He is 
director of the Elections Re­ 
search Center in W ashington, 
D C. 
Despite the predicted GOP 
losses, Scammon said he had 


no fear of the su rv iv al of the 
Repu blican P arty . He said the 
defeats of A1 Smith in 1928, Alf 
Landon in 1936 and Sen. Barry 
Goldwater in 1964 had led to 
sim ilar erroneou s forecasts. 


“The track record on party 
ending is pretty clear,” Scam ­ 
mon said. 


Scammon said the im peach­ 
ment of President Nix on is lik e­ 
ly to come becau se the nation’s 
v oters su pport it. 


“ I think , basically , im peach­ 
ment will be v oted by the 
Hou se becau se middle America 
has really come to the con­ 
v iction this is what ou ght to be 
done,” Scammon said. 


Conv iction by the Senate is 
far less certain, he added. 
Scammon said last w eek ’s 
ru ling against a school bu sing 
plan for Detroit will “tend to 
defu se an abrasiv e issu e that 
otherwise wou ld hav e affected 
this y ea r’s election.”

CHICAGO <AP> — The Jour­ 
nal of the American Medical 
Association published today a 
plea to end the ban on use of 
the insecticide DDT, and eco­ 
logists quickly attacked the re­ 
port. 
The journal article, by Dr. 
Thomas H 
Jukes, a medical 
biochemist at the University of 
California 
at 
Richmond, 
claimed that the decision by 
the Environmental Protection 
Agency in 1972 to ban use of 
DDT was “ political rather than 
scientific.” 
He said that DDT “ has an as­ 
tonishing record of safety and 
usefulness” and the drive by 
environmentalists to obtain the 
ban “ has become a crusade in 
which every effort is made to 
get public support.” 
Jukes argued that DDT has 
not been shown to harm human 
health. He said it has benefited 
mankind, especially in warm 
climates, by killing insects that 
carry 
diseases 
and destroy 
crops. 


“ Let us hope that DDT will 
find its place again as a public 
health measure for uses that 
are essential in the control of 
noxious insects.” Jukes wrote. 
A highly placed source in 
Washington said the E P A is re­ 
assessing its DDT ban and may 
soon recommend a more liberal 
policy for its use. 
Dr. Barry Commoner, the 
noted ecologist from Washing­ 
ton University at St. Louis, said 
in an interview that Jukes over­ 
looked scientific evidence about 
the harmfulness of DDT to hu­ 
mans. Commoner termed publi­ 
cation of the report by the 
AMA as irresponsible. 
Dr. William R. Niering, an 
ecologist from Connecticut Col­ 
lege at New London, said in an 
interview that scientific evi­ 
dence shows that DDT has a 
negative effect on the ecosys­ 
tem. 
“ We don’t exist on this planet 
in a vacuum,” he said, noting 
that harm to the environment 
ultimately hurts humans. 
"Kreim 's, the 


To lift the DDT ban “ would 
be political rather than scien­ 
tific,” Niering said. 
In the article. Jukes acknowl­ 
edged that DDT is fatal to 
manv insects and toxic to crus­ 
taceans, fish and sometimes 
birds. 
In the human body DDT is 
stored 
in body 
fat 
and 
is 
present in human milk — oc­ 
currences that some scientists 
say pose no danger to health. 
Jukes cited an AMA study 
that found handlers of DDT suf­ 
fered no ill effects despite long 
exposure. 
Jukes claimed that over the 
past three years gypsy moths 
have denuded East Coast for­ 
ests and tussock moths have 
destroyed forests in the West. 
But the E P A refuses to allow 
the use of DDT to fight the 
moths, he said. 
Other scientists report, how­ 
ever, that natural predators — 
birds, other insects and mam- 
have made headway 
mals 
against the infestation by dam- 
Co m p le te H o m e F urnishings Sto re 


aging the moth eggs. 
Niering said the outbreaks of 
gypsy moths are expected peri­ 
odically and other, safer chem­ 
ical compounds are effective 
against them. Spraying forests 
with DDT reduces the natural 
predators against the moths, he 
added. 
Niering added that Jukes er­ 
roneously considers only the di­ 
rect effects of DDT on humans. 
DDT eliminates natural sys­ 
tems, he said, citing the ex­ 
ample of tuna fish. It takes 500 
pounds of phytoplankton — a 
minute ocean plant — to pro­ 
duce one and a half ounces of 
tuna 
fish through the 
food 
chain, Niering said. DDT which 
reaches the oceans destroys 
these plants, he said. 
Niering said serious public 
health problems might necessi­ 
tate limited use of DDT, but he 
opposed widespread use. 
Commoner said Jukes’ state­ 
ments 
“ about the 
supposed 
harmlessness of DDT do not re­ 
flect the actual 
information 


available to the scientific com­ 
munity.” 


“ Considerable scientific evi­ 
dence” shows that even low 
DDT concentrations in the liver 
stimulate the breakdown of sex 
hormones and drugs such as 
barbiturates, he said. 


“ Consequently, there is a real 
danger that the presence of 
DDT in the body will affect the 
actual biochemistry of the body 
in its response to drugs,” Com­ 
moner said. 


“ This is the kind of serious 
health effect that has to be con­ 
sidered in making statements 
about the supposed harmless­ 
ness of DDT,” he added. 


“ All members of the scien­ 
tific community in which, with 
some uncertainty I include the 
AMA, have the grave responsi­ 
bility to inform the public about 
the facts relevant to issues 
such as the DDT problem,” 
Commoner said.

The troubled American Basketball Association offers testi­ 
mony that wildly ex p anding sp orts franchises are not necessarily a 
certain road to riches 
Of ABA's 10 team s, half may be in trouble. One-on-one with the 
p owerful, long-established National Basketball Association, the 
ABA has tried to com p ete by hiring sup erstars at fat salaries and 
bonuses. 
But the ABA—or at least some of its franchises—may be where 
the bleak winds of economic reality first begin to cool the sp orts 
franchising fev er. And the ABA's Memp his franchise is as good an 
ex am p le as any of how the rap id ex p ansion of p ro sp orts leagues 
has p roduced its share of m isbegotten, sickly Oifsp rings. 
In August, 19 70, Mississip p i real estate man P. L Blake p ur­ 
chased the New Orleans Bucs and brought the team to Memp his 
The newly nam ed Memp his Pros, howev er, receiv ed no ad­ 
v ance p ublicity and had no tim e for a season-ticket driv e. By 
Christm as. Blake realized he was losing too much money and 
bailed out, throw ing the team into the league's lap . 
During the sum m er of 19 72, the league was about to fold Mem­ 
p his along with Pittsburgh and M iami, when Charles O. Finley , 
owner of the Oakland A’s baseball team , bought the franchise* in an 
11th hour mov e. 
On op ening night, with the Mid-South Coliseum decked out in 
Finley ’s green and gold, only 4.600 attended, greatly disturbing 
Fmley . When he cam e to Memp his for two gam es, Finley inv ited 
businessmen to a luncheon. Only a sm attering of p eop le showed, 
and Finley turned bitter about his v enture into p robasketball 
In June, Finley ap p arently had the team sold to a Prov idence. 
K I., group , but when that deal collap sed, Finley ’s activ ities be 
cam e dorm ant 
With hardly any season tickets sold, no new coach hired and no 
rookie cam p held, Finley waited until Sep tem ber of last y ear to hire 
Bill v an Breda Kolff as coach for the imp ending season Van Breda 
Kolff’s hands were tied by Finley ’s refusal to inv est any more mon­ 
ey in the team and another last-p lace season resulted 
Outwardly , many officials v oice little concern ov er the p rolif­ 
eration of p rofessional sp orts team s 
“The more the m errier,” say s Joe L Brown, general m anager 
of baseball’s Pittsburgh Pirates "The growing p op ulation of the 
United States can sup p ort more team s. They are an outlet for the 
p eop le who hav e increased the p op ulation." 
But most ex ecutiv es sp eak differently in p riv ate, and the op ­ 
tim ists certainly are outnumbered by those who hav e grav e doubts 
l^amar Hunt, owner of the Kansas City Chiefs and a man who 
p lay ed a m ajor p art in keep ing the American Football League 
afloat until the m erger is p ublicly p essim istic 
“The m arket was wide op en when the AFL cam e in 14 y ears 
ago. There were p lenty of big cities just waiting for p ro football 
There isn’t that m arket now The WFL ap p ears to be conceding 
that by going into some of the cities where we are already estab­ 
lished ” 
Many owners wonder about the quality of talent necessary to 
fill the rosters of 147 team s in six sp orts—nearly 1,700p lay ers in p ro 
football alone. 
“There will hi* a definite imp act on football quality , just as 
there hai been in hockey , basketball and baseball,” say s Gerald H 
Phip p s of the Denv er Broncos, “This y ear’s draft had, we figured 
only ntftout a dozen or less absolute p rotoot bat I cinches ” 
But Birm ingham Am ericans owner Bill Putnam say s, 
There 
m ore com p etent p lay ers ty 'silabie in football than in any other 
an*

sp ort.” Memp his Southmen owner John Bassett adds. "Ev ery 
y ear. 8.000 football p lay ers are good enough to get college scholar­ 
ship s, y et only about 150 make it in the NFL and Canadian 
League.” 
Bob Howsam. p resident of the Cincinnati Reds, sees a differ­ 
ent situation in baseball 
"1 think all our clubs op erating today hav e p roblems finding 
talent,” he say s. “ I don’t know where the talent for a new' league 
would come from. I think they would hav e a lot harder time than we 
would in finding comp etent p lay ers,” 
Nev ertheless, Sean Downey Jr 
founding father, commission­ 
er and self-ap p ointed first p resident of the World Baseball Associa­ 
tion—ap p arently intends to borrow a p age from Gary Dav idson’s 
WFL p lay book. The idea is to raid the American and National 
leagues 
“ We had a busy day today .” Downey claimed recently . “Sold 
our franchises, all to the same man. We may hav e to establish 
Boating franchises to accommodate all the wealthy owners with big 
egos " 
It's egos like that which keep driv ing more and more new own­ 
ers into more and more sp orts, desp ite a claim that not more than 
fiv e of all the p robasketball clubs are making Money . Or that Chi­ 
cago Cubs had a p rofit of only $85 506 last y ear desp ite drawing 
1,351.705 Ians. 
But hop e sp rings eternal and now there are rumblings of a p ro­ 
jected Europ eanw ide cage league called the International Basket­ 
ball Association in the works for late this y ear backed by a sy ndi­ 
cate of American businessmen.
